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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4, 22-23, 26, 33-34, 37-39, 42, and 44-50 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest: 
"An audio watermarking system comprising: 

... a watermark insertion unit further configuring the segments of the audio signal 
to enable detection of the inserted strong and weak watermarks based on a 
randomized congelation measure..." (emphasis added) 
Prior art teaches the use of a correlation measure to detect strong and weak 
watermarks, wherein a signal which is highly correlated with one of the watermarks 
contains the watermark. However, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a randomized 
correlation measure. 

4. Claims 4, 44, and 50 are allowed because they depend on claim 1 . 

5. Claim 22 is allowed for the same reason as claim 1 . The prior art fails to teach 
or suggest a detection based on a randomized correlation measure. 

6. Claims 23 and 45 are allowed because they depend on claim 22. 

7. Claim 26 is allowed for the same reason as claim 1 . The prior art fails to teach 
or suggest a detection based on a randomized correlation measure. 

8. Claim 46 is allowed because it depends on claim 26. 

9. Claim 33 is allowed for the same reason as claim 1 . The prior art fails to teach 
or suggest a detection based on a randomized correlation measure. 
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10. Claim 47 is allowed because it depends on claim 33. 

1 1 . Claim 34 is allowed for the same reason as claim 1 . The prior art fails to teach 
or suggest a detection based on a randomized correlation measure. 

12. Claim 48 is allowed because it depends on claim 34. 

1 3. Claim 37 is allowed for the same reason as claim 1 . The prior art fails to teach 
or suggest a detection based on a randomized correlation measure. 

14: Claims 38-39, 42, and 49 are allowed because they depend on claim 37.
